le Aotween 1 December 1950 and 23 August 1951, the Chinese Conmunists conducted two 
cempairms to recruit students and young workers for military schools. The first 
campaign opened in December in response to a decision made on 1 December by the 
Government Administration Council and the People's Revolutionary :ilitary Council. 
By the end of January, 250,000 young people, including §,000 vorkers, had applied 
for entrance into military schools. Cnly 50,500, inclucing 5,000 of the workers, 
wore accepteds the others failed to meet the health standards. 


Dd, On 2) June the Goverment Administration Council announced a second recruiting 
campaion. By 23 Aurust, 300,000 youn: people, includin: 100,000 of the 
unsuccessful applicants from the earlicr campairn, hed applied for entrance into 
the military schools. The peresutave of applicants is not know, but health 
standards required have now been lovered so that more can be accepted than under 
the old standards. liven the heclth stasdards recuired for entrance into air 
force schools hnve been lovered altlourh not to the extent tht they have been 
Lovered for students in other schoolse 


3. Because the importance of health was revealed curing the firct recruiting cauupaleny 
in carly vlarch TAC Tse-tung directed that the health situction be investirated. 
As a vecult, from 15 March to 1 April, students of ten colleges in Peipin: anu 
Tentsin wore -iven physical oxearinations s-onsored by the Goverment Adiinis- 
tration Council, the /linistry of Nducation, the inistry of Public ‘+ uth, ana the 
AlleChina Students? Federation. The following data indicates that 7 percent of 
the students exained in Ti. ntsin had tuberculosise

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An examination conducted between September and Decenber 1950 of a muzber of students in 
elementary and middle schools in Peipiny and Tientsin indicated that 62.7 percent of 
the 0,928 middle school students exarined in Peiping vere in poor health, 16.7 percent 
of the 19,393 middle school students in Tientsin were in poor health, and 83 percent 

of the 50,000 eLlasentary scheol students exanincd in Peiping were in poor health. On 
18 July, the Government Administration Council issued an order, "Decision on Medical 
Personnel in Strengthening National Defense Construction," which callod on public 
health institutions and private practitioners to participate enthusiastically in building 


up health for national. defense.
